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lege, and performing a service which shall entitle it to roll 
on quietly during the remainder of its journey to the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

'. But what about the Peace cause in these cities of the 
Falls ? On the first Sabbath after my arrival, we had a 
Union Peace Meeting in St. Anthony. Among the speak- 
ers was a gentleman from Illinois who has recently become 
so-much interested in the Peace cause that he has given 
$50 for its support ; and although he is a man of business 
and property, so that he is not dependent upon any salary 
for his support, he is thinking seriously of giving his time 
as well as his money to the work. 

While there I also met an ex-soldier who told me that 
he had seen men hung up by the thumbs for hours for vio- 
lating military commands by simply brushing flies from 
their faces. He has seen enough of war, and has now en- 
gaged to labor a year or more for the Peace Society in try- 
ing to prevent another. 

On the next Sabbath we held two Union Peace Meetings 
in Minneapolis, and on the Sabbath following that, I ad- 
dressed two other congregations there in their respective- 
places of worship. In this place is a small but active So- 
ciety of Friends, or Quakers, and to them we are greatly 
indebted for their cheerful and liberal co-operation. If all 
Christian sects since the time of the Reformation had taken 
the stand with regard to war which has been maintained 
by the Quakers, this reform would have been more com- 
plete, and Christianity would have been far less retarded. 
One of the greatest obstacles to its progress among the 
heathen, is the warlike character of the nations which send 
them the Gospel. 

The pecuniary results of the efforts for the Peace Cause 
in St Anthony and Minneapolis were one life-directorship 
of $50 paid down, thirteen life-memberships of $20 each 
payable in instalments, and cash from all sources to the 
amount of about $275. We trust that some seed has been 
sown which will produce fruit hereafter. 



An Agent's Experience. — I find this morning, on look- 
ing over the record of my work, that I have taken, last 
month and this, 45 Life Membership pledges to the Ameri- 
can Peace Society. I have spoken on peace in these two 
months about 20 times, beginning in Cleveland, and going 
to the Southern part of Ohio. I have circulated many 
thousand pages of the Society's literature. Last week was 
my best week, fifteen Life Memberships. I state this for the 
encouragement of others. I often get discouraged ; but I 
keep on and God blesses me. I come to this' conclusion, 
the greatest hindrance to peace is the want of funds, and 
earnest men to teach it to the world. Lord of peace, send 
us more laborer?.
